British Navy Plans 
Given to IT. S. Envoy 


London, 
June 
22 
(AP)—Great 
Britain’s claim for a bigger navy 
to protect her world-wide empire 
was presented to American negotia­ 
tors Thursday and proved to be so 
extensive that it was forwarded to 
Washington for consideration. 
The plan was outlined at a ses­ 
sion of experts of the two nations, 
meeting in connection with the con­ 
versations preparatory to Hie 1935 
conference. 
Hie British, it was understood, 
took the position that their plans 
are not inconsistent with the idea 
of a new agreement for limitation, 
since they are mostly interested in 
craft of the lighter, swifter type, 
ranging from cruisers down to the 
smaller destroyers. 
Little or nothing was said on the 
subject of submarines, bringing out 
sharply the difference between the 
British and Japanese policies.
